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Applicant has reviewed the Restriction Requirement mailed November 2, 2002, 
where the Examiner requested election of one of the following groups: 

Group I: Claims 1-41 (method of making agarwood) 

Group II: Claim 42 (product of agarwood) 

Group HI: Claim 43 (product of agarwood) 

Group IV: Claims 44, 46 (method of purifying agarwood resin) 

Group V: Claims 45, 47 (purified resin from agarwood) 

Applicant provisionally elects, with traverse, the cladxns of Group I (claims 1-41). 

The Restriction Requirement is traversed on the basis that Restriction Requirements are 
optional in all cases. M.P.E.P. § 803. If the search and examination of an entire application can 
made without serious burden, the Examiner must examine it on the merits, even though it 
arguably may include claims to distinct or independent inventions. M.P.E.P. § 803. It is 
respectfully submitted that the search and examination of the claims of Groups I and II can be 
made without serious burden on the Office. Claims 1-41 (Group I) are directed to a method of 
making agarwood, and claim 42 (Group If) is directed to a product of agarwood made by this 
method. Given the close relationship between the subject matter of the claims in these two 
groups, no additional serious burden results from the search and examination of claims 1-42. 
Thus, reconsideration and withdrawal of the Restriction Requirement is respectfully requested.
